I therefore confine my attention to 
certain features of it which are of 
the widest application and of the 
most serious and far-reaching conse- 
quences. The measure as a whole is 
intended to supplement the Sherman 


its seventh section, which undertakes 
to fix the status of voluntary organi- 
zations and particularly of labor 
unions, and the eighteenth section, 
which regulates the issuance of Fed- 
era! injunctions in labor disputes and 
provides that certain enumerated acts 
which ordinarily accompany such dis- 
putes shall neither be enjoined nor 
considered unlawful. I shall take note 
in addition only of the twentieth to 
twenty-third sections, inclusive, which 
authorize trial by jury for all per- 
sons accused of contempt, except in 
cases to which the government of the 
United States is a party or where the 
contempt igs committed in the pres- 
ence of the court, or “so near thereto 
as to obstruct the administration of 
justice,” 


BILLS DISCRIMINATE. ; 
These sections bear an intimate 
relation to each other. They are seri- 
ous enough considered in themselves, 
but taken together, each not only ex- 
plaing the other, but all constitute 
a perfect plan by which it not only 
becomes difficult for any person or 
the public to secure injunctive pro- 
tection against the destructive acts 
of a labor combination during the 
course of a trade dispute, but the 
members of such combination are re- 
lieved from either civil or criminal 
liability for a variety of acts which 
not only do, but ought to make the 
doer liable for damages or subject 
to criminal prosecution under exist- 
ing statutes. 

Thus, section seven des that 
nothing contained in the anti-trust 
laws shall be construed to “forbid 
the existence and operation” of labor 
associations or to “forbid or restrain” 
the members from carrying out the 
“legitimate objects thereof,"’ nor are 
such organizations to be “held or con- 
strued to be illegal combinations or 
conspiracies in restrrint of trade.” 

Now, no court of the United States 
has ever questioned the right of work- 
ing men to organize and operate for 
the protection of hours, wages and 
working conditions by lawful meth- 

. No case has been or can be 
called to the attention of the commit- 
tee antagonizing these rights. During 
the hearings before the Judiciary 
Committee of the House Mr. Gompers 
insisted that under the Sherman Act 
the Attorney-General, if he so wished, 
could dissolve any labor organization 
as an uniawful combination in fe- 
straint of trade “per se.” When asked 
to cite a case In which that had been 
done, Mr. Gompers reférred to the 
case of the Amalgamated Association 
of Glass Blowers, whom he thus in- 
timated had been the victims of the 
Sherman Act. Strange to say, this 
committee of eminent lawyers not 
only accepted his statement without 
question, but evidently adopted it as 
true without further investigation, 
and included it in their report as a 
reason for their proposal. Had they 
made inquiry they would have discov- 
ered that the case tn question was a 
proceeding brought In one of the 
lower courts of Ohio under the com- 
mon law, and was amply justified by 
its circumstances, but bore no rela- 
tion to the Sherman Act whatever. 

ORGANIZATION MAY CHANGE. 

No reasonadle objection could be 
made, however, to a reassuring phrase 
which vindicated the right of lawful 
labor combinations to existence and 
operation, but it is going a great step 
further to declare that such organiza- 
tions shall never -be construed “Wo be 
‘illegal combinations.” no matter 
what they may do. The avowed pur- 
pose of an organization does not as- 
sure the permanency of its virtue or 
legality. A fraternal or religious or- 
ganization might make itself a con- 
spiracy by adopting improper meth- 
ods, and if such associations did they 
would receive and deserve the punish- 
ment of the law. There cou be no 
reason: why a tlabor organization 
should be assured in a statute that it 
cannot be held to be a restraint of 
trade, even though by its own act it 
made itself one. What, moreover, 
are the “legitimate objects” which the 
courts are forbidden to restrain? In 
the absence of any other language, 
one-would be compelled to turn back 
to judicial decisions to find out, but 
not so in this instance. The eight- 
eenth section deliberately confers -le- 
gitimacy upon a of acts, some 
of which become lawful when done 
in a trade dispute and others of which 
appear to be given absolute legality.

ne of the important events of the 
fair year at San Francisco will be, the 
general meeting of the American As- 
soctation for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence, the largest scientific ofganiza- 
tion in the United States. The meet- 
ings are to be held at San Francisco, 
Lerkeley and Palo Alto from August 
2 to 7, inclusive, 1915, and will be at- 
tended by several thousand ‘of the 
country’s most prominent scientists. 
It will be the largest gathering of 
the kind ever held on the Coast. 
effarts of Director 
‘Frank S. Daggett, of the Los Angeles 
County Museum of History, Science 
and Art, who is a member cf the Sci- 
eutists’ Committee of One Hundred on 
Arrangements, transportation is be- 
ing so arranged that most of the nota- 
ble men of science will pass through 
Loe Angeles, and will spend some time 
here as the city’s guests. 

TO THE TAR BEDS. 

While there is much of scientific in- 
terest here in all branches of knowl- 
edge to interest the savants, Director 
Daggett is of the opinion that the La 
l'rea tar beds will be the general focus 
of attention. He ie in receipt of let- 
ters from all parts of the world in- 
quiring as to the progress cf the work 
of excavation and nearly every sci- 
entist who has already made plans to 
visit the Coast next year has ex- 
pressed his intention of coming here 
to personally inspect the “Death Trap 
of the Ages.” 

lt is probable that Los Angeles will 

be the scene of a sort cf “overflow 
meeting” of the association, inasmuch 
as many of the Conasts.380 members 
are residents of this ¢it¥. To that 
end Mr. Daggett has taken up with 
Motley Flint, chairman of the Los 
Angeles City and County General 
Committee, the matter of an appro- 
priation cf about $600 from the gen- 
eral fund for entertainment of the 
scientists. This amount will, of 
course, be largely supplemented 
by the association itgelf. Mr. Dag- 
gett declares that never will Los An- 
geles have another such opportunity 
to place herself upon the sctentific 
map and impress herself upon the 
minds of hundreds of the leading’ 
biologists of the world. 
Fer the northern meeting a commit- 
tee of thirty-one representative sci- 
entists of the Pacific Coast has been 
appointed to make arrangements. Dr. 
W. W. Campbell, director of the Lick 
Obrervatory, on Mt. Hamilton, is the 
chairman of this committee; President 
John Casper Branner of Stanford Unil- 
versity is chairman of the General 
Committee on Scientific Programme. 


FOUR GENERAL MEETINGS. 


There will be four general meetings 
of the association for the delivery of 
addresseg by eminent men on subjects 
meetings will be the oceanography of 
the Pacific Ocean; the geology of 
Western North America; the paleon- 
tology of North and South America;

Not Yet. 


MINIMUM-WAGE LAW 
WON’T BE ON BALLOT. 


HE proposed minimum-wage law 
will not find a place on the No- 
— Wywember election ballot. 

T. W. Williams, secretary of the So- 
cialist State Committee, with head- 
quarters in the Douglas building, yes- 
terday announced that he had writ- 
ten Secretary of State Jordan to the 
effect that it will be impossible to 
procure the necessary number of ini- 
tiative petition signatures before Au- 
gust 4, the final day of filing. 

In order to place the issue upon the 
ballot to be voted upon by the people, 
it is necessary to obtain 32,000 good 
signatures. The Socialists, who have 
been supporting the enactment of a 
minimum-Wage law, have failed to get 
more than 260,000 names. With 12,000 
yet to be procured the time is all too 
short, says Secretary Williams. 

“We will get the additional names,” 
said Mr. Williams yesterday, “but will 
not take a chance on getting them be- 
fore this election. Under the law we 
have until January 1, 1915, in which 
to circulate petitions for the mini- 
mum-wage law. We expect to file the 
necessary 32,000 names by that time 


and the proposed law will go on the | 


ballot at the next general election, 
which may not be until 1916. How- 
ever, we are going to keep up the 
tight.” 

The proposed law provides a mini- 
mum wage of $2.60 a day for all per- 
sons over 18 years of age and $1.50 for 
all persons under that age. The purpose 
is to establish a common low scale for 
all classes of labor, below which fig- 
ure employers will not be permitted 
to go. 

The Farmers’ Protective League, 
the Farmers’ and Fruit Growers’ Fed- 
eration and other Statewide organiza- 
tions have taken the lead in fighting 
the proposition. The same organiza- 
tions that are opposed to the eight- 
hour law are also opposed to the 
minimum wage, and they were pre- 
paring for a double-edged fight at the 
polls in November. Neither proposl- 
tion has proven popular outside the 
Socialist party and the . universal 
eight-hour law has by no ne won 
the united support of that ‘organiza- 
tion. 

News that the minimum ,wage will 
not be an issue in the pregent cam- 
paign was received with pleasure yes- 
terday when it became known that the

The gov- 
ernment reports state that the value of the 


grapes themselves in 1909 was $10,847,000, 


$13,199,755, making a total valuation of 
$24,046,755. This estimate is made on the 
basis of the annua! production of five years 
ago. But as the value of California grapes 
increased from something over $5,000,000 
in 1899 to more than $10,000,000 in 1909, and 
has continued to increase at about the same 
rate since that time, it is a matter of simple 
arithmetic to show that when we esti- 
mated the annual value of California vine- 
yard products as $25,000,000, we were 
largely underestimating the actual amount. 

Another item in the statement of our 
Seattle critic is misleading. This is the as- 
sertion that only 160,000 acres of the 
300,000 acres of grapes are used for vinting 
and suggests that for this reason prohibi- 
tion would not affect the grape industry 
materially. But the report of the State 
Commission of Horticulture of last year ex- 
plains why an estimate of this kind does 
not give a correct idea of the quantity of 
grapes used in the manufacture of wines 
and spirits. This report, after stating that 
160,000 acres are devoted to the growing of 
grapes exclusively for wine, states that: 
“About 90,000 acres are taken up with 
grapes intended for raisin purposes, but a 
large proportion of these grapes, especially 
the second crop, are sent to the distillers 
for the purpose of brandy making.” And 


acres are devoted to table grapes.” 

This report states also that the total 
investment in the grape-growing industry 
of California, including vineyards and es- 
tablishments for wine-making and storage, 
grape-dryir< and shipping, is estimated at 
about $150,000,000, from which a gross 
income of nearfy $27,000,000 is derived. 

Tt should be a matter of some satisfac- 
tion to Californians that about five million 
of these twenty-seven millions of dollars 
are paid into the State by foreign countries. 
According to the report of the California 
Development Board for March, 1913, there 
are thirty-three foreign countries that 
patronize the California wine-making es- 
tablishments. To quote this report ex- 
actly: “In 193% the exports by sea amounted 
to 13,238,223 gallons, valued at $4.537,763.” 

It should, be remembered, also, that thou- 


in‘o raisins are eventually used in wine- 
making. There are many wine-making es- 
tablishments in the United States that use 
raisins, wholly or in part, for making cer.

I helped to pick the beans yesterday 
morning, and it was quite exciting, like 
@ game of hide and seek, to lbcate the 
pendant pods concealed among the green 
leaves. The Kentucky Wonders are only 
beginning to yield, but they are marching 
on in a perfect host. We have already 
eaten beans until nearly swamped in them, 
and we are making out a list of friends 
upon whom we can bestow some of the 


surplus. 

The Scarlet Runner is a bean planted 
primarily for its decorative blossom. Our 
vines have already grown completely over 
the tall, latticed fence between front and 
back yards, have reached the top of the 
loquat tree, and are creeping over the 
screen porch, their flaming red ers 
making a brilliant showing in the sunshine. 
In fact, the loquat tree, with its canopy of 
flowering beans, and a riot of nasturtiums 
climbing up to its knees, is in a fair way to 
lose its origina! identity. 

The aspect of the garden has changed 
greatly in these recent weeks. The onions, 
which were so slenderly attractive in early 
youth, have been left in the ground to ma- 
ture for autumn use, and have grown brown 
and corpulent, like so many other things 
which begin white and slender. We have 
been cutting off the tops and even tram- 
pling the plants down in order to secure the 
best results in the roots. ; 

The second planting of lettuce is lustily 
green and freshly pretty, but the heads are 
less white and tender at core than the first 
planting. This is because our horticulturist 
adviser and friend is away for the summer 
and we don’t know just how to make them 
head up properly. 

Some one told us we must tie the tops 
together, but that seems such a laborious 
process, and it was not necessary before. 
I have conceived the idea of clipping them 
together with a patent clothespin, but the 
experiment is too new to report on as yet. 

The very-back yard has changed complex- 
ion completely since the squash and cucum- 


Their great mounds of prickly. umbrelia- 
like leaves, and the golden flowers in which 
the bees\love to conduct orchestral con- 
certs, take ap almost all the space there is. 
And they consume water like steam en- 
gines. 

The fig trees are full of promising fruit, 
and the pears are large and fine enough 
already to reconcile me to the defection of 
the mulberries. So far as fruits are con- 
cerned we really have not many complaints 
to make which a reasonable person would 
validate. 

But the beauty of our flowers is unde 
niably on the wane. Thene are nasturtiums 
and a few gaillardias, buf the pride of our 
hearts, the pansy bed, should have “Icha- 
bod” written above it, for its glory is de 
parted. The blossomy faces are still there, 
but they are smal! an rinched, until they 
appear like ordinary pansies, and the pro- 
fusion of them-is greatly abated. 

This is partly because the moist, cool 
days which pansies love most are passing, 
and partly because the plants are going 
largely to wood, to use the technical phrase. 
I try to keep the big stalks cut back and 
the withered flowers plucked off, that more 
vigor may zo into the buds, but my ame- 
teurish and intermittent activities do not 
keep pace with the professional efforts of 
Madame Nature, who is always “on the 
job.” Her main idea seems to be to pro- 
duce as many seeds as possible for future 
plants, while mine has been to préserve the 
present bloom in all the pristine fullness 
of its adolescent charm. And I must in- 
evitably lose out in a contest with so log- 
ical, experienced and determined a compet- 
itor. 

The sweet peas, too—joy that they have 
been for two months past—are gradually 
remitting their activities. The plants are 
closing down. I went out yesterday morn- 
ing to cut a vaseful and was surprised to 
see how many I was able to secure from 
the fast-yellowing vines. Rose-color, white 
and pink, I kept gathering them into my 
hands, so bright, so deliciously fragrant, 
that I prolonged the task unnecessarily, be- 
cause the gathering of flowers is so pleas- 
ant a labor, so provocative of happy, inter- 
esting thoughts. A week more and I think 
there will scarcely be a bloom left, so I 
must enjoy the sweetness and color up to 
the last. 

And then it will be time for me to begin 
debudding the chrysanth ums, 

That's the way with a garden. It gives 
you no time to sit and mourn over beauties 

t, because of the work necessarily con- 
nected with beauties to come. Steadily, in- 
exorably, the procession of the year passes 
on, without haste and without rest, giving 
constant occupation to both mind and hand. 
Fordward, not back, is its motto. 

’ §o, although the spring charm of pansies 
is waning in our garden, and the fall's 
cheery chrysanthemums are not yet in 
sight) we still take heart of grace, for in 
the meantime we can eat beans. |

EARLY HEARING OF 
CITY RATE CASES. 


MEANS FINALLY FOUND TO GIVE 
RELIEF TO LONG 
CALENDAR. 


A way was found to secure an early 
hearing of the various rate cases that 
are pending in the United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday. 

Some days ago Circuit Court Judge 
Ross wired Judge Gilbert, senior judge 
of the Circuit Court, at San Francisco, 
suggesting that, as these very impor- 
tant matters were pending in the lo- 
cal Federal Court with no immediate 
chance of their being tried on ac- 
count of the crowded condition of 
the calendar of Judge Wellborn, some 
way might be opened up to facilitate 
the disposition of the complaints, by 
allowing him to hear the motions for 
the preliminary injunctions sought 
for by the various public service cor- 

ons. 

Yesterday an order was received 
from Judge Gilbert designating Judge 
Ross to hear the arguments in the 
cases and pass judgment. and the 
hearings will begin Monday in the 
Circuit Court room in the Federal 


 Butlding. 


The cases, in all of which the city 


of Los Angeles is defendant, are as 
follows: Southern California Gas 
Company, Pacific Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Company, Home Telegraph and 
Telephone Company, Union Hollywood 
Water Company, San Gabriel Valley 
Water Company, Los Angeles Gas and 
Electric Company, Economic Gas 


Company and the Southern California 
Edison Company. 

The first of these cases was filed 
more than a month ago, and it has 
been impossible to secure a hearing 
of any sort in a matter that is of the 
utmost importance to all parties con- 
cerned. Notice was given Monday that 
a motion would be made for a hear- 
ing, and even that ome not be en- 
tertained. 

All of the complaints hinge on or- 
dinances passed by the City Council 
and Board of Utilities, fixing the rates 
for gas, water and telephone charges 
for the coming year. It is alleged in 
every instance that the rates proposed 
are confiscatory in character: that 
they are calculated to deprive the 
plaintiffs of their property without due 
process of law; that they were made 
without a proper appreciation of the 
cost of production and service, fur- 
nishing no adequate return for the 
money invested, and asking that the 


enforcement of the proposed ordi- 
nances be prohibited by the court, 
and that in the meantime a tempo- 
rary injunction should be issued.

TERRIBLE TEMPER 
CAUSES TRAGEDY. 
TWO FRATRICIDES IN FAMILY 


THIRD OF CENTURY APART 
STAND REVEALED.

SANTA ANA, July 24.—Sitting In a) 
chair at the County Jail today, calmly 
chewing a toothpick, John W. Alex- 
ander told why he killed his hailf- 
brother, Reese, at Buena Park, yes- 
terday, and he told another story 
that, linked with yesterday's tragedy, 
proves the strangeness of tricks of 
fate. That other story was to the e 
fect that Reese Alexander w pont 
boy killed his own brother, James, 
at that time aged 16. 

Reese, aged 10, James and John 
were hunting deer in Acorra county, 
Arizona, when Reese mistook James 
for a mountain lion and a _ bullet 


through the neck brought the brother 


to death. 

The blood that was shed at that 
time, a third of a century ago, was 
by accident; that shed yesterday was 
with intent to kill. 

“But I had to kill Reese in order 
to protect my 15-year-old daughter 
and &8-vyear-old son from frightful 
abuse,” said John, a man of 53. “For 
weeks I have fought off my inclina- 
tion to kill. Reese had a terrible 
temper. When angered at a horse he 
would beat it half to death with a 
chain. Angered at the slightest thing 
he would curse by little motherless 
children, slap them, kick them. Yes- 
terday when he knocked Bertha down 
and choked her, little Virgil ran in 
and cried out to me, ‘Papa, Uncle 
Reese is killing Bertha." Then iI 
seized the shotgun and fired.” 

John and R@ese Alexander were 
raised at Rivera, and John has 
farmed for years around Artesia and 
Buena Park.

POMONA, July 24.—Following the 
shooting in the knee, Wednesday, of 
Chief of Police Tracy by a Mexican 
who is still at large, Mayor Vande- 
grift himself has filed with the State 
authorities the necessary application 
demanding lability insurance while 
Tracy is incapacitated, under § the 
terms of the State insurance policies 
which the nfunicipality is carrying 
to cover injuries to its employees. 

As specified in the policy affecting 
Chief Tracy, he is entitled to 65 per 
cent. of his salary during the time 
he is kept from attending to his 
duties. It is thought that as Tracy 
was performing the regular duties 
of his office when he was wounded 
by the pistol shot, there will be no 
contention on the part of the insur- 
ance officials that he igs not entitled 
to consideration, as was done in the 
case of Police Judge. Gallup, who was 
knocked down. by an automobile 
awhile ago, as was on the way to 
his office. 

An X-ray phot Ph of the 
wounded officer's leg shows that «the 


bullet passed through the knee joint, 


coursing up and lodging in the big 
bone above the knee. Unless other 
complications set in, the physicians 
attending the case will not attempt 
to probe for the bullet, but will leave 
it imbedded in its present position. 
Tracy can bend nls knee, but with 
some pain.

TENT HOUSE ERECTED OVER 
ACRE NEAR WHITTIES.. 


Citrus, Growers Watching With 
Great Interest Experiment Being 
Made on Leffingwell Rancho. 
Cheesecioth Used to Protect the 
Young Trees and Fruit. 


BY MILO HUNT. 
[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

WHITTIER, July 24.—One of the 
most interesting experiments in lemon 
culture ever carried on in California 
is now being worked out on the fa- 
mous Leffingwell Rancho in East 
Whittier. An acre of full-bearing 
lemons, including about 100 trees, 
has been entirely enclosed with cheese- 
cloth, and the effects of this en- 
closure and semi-shade are being 
watched with interest not only by the 
owner and management of the ranch, 
but by growers and acientists here 
and elsewhere. The work has not 
been undertaken with any pre-con- 


ceived notions to be established, but 


rather to determine by a broad and 
extended experiment the effects of 
this protection on tree, bloom, fruit, 
soll and culture. 

It is well known that in Sicily the 
lemons are grown on trellises formed 
by years of training the limbs of the 
tree to spread out, thus forming a 
broad, shady arbor. In the shade of 
these trellises the lemons ow, a)- 
Ways more or less protected from the 
direct rays of the sun and from ex- 
cessive heat. 

Would a similar protection from 
the sun and wind in Southern Cali- 
fornia affect either the quality or 
quantity of fruit? How would such a 
partial shade affect irrigation and cul- 
tivation? Would an enclosure over 


and possibly fruit and 
flower from dangerous changes in 
temperature during the cold months? 
COVERS AN ACRE. | 
| With these and other similar ques- 
tions confronting them, the manage- 
ment of the Leffingwell Rancho be- 
gan the experiment a few weeks 
since, and in order to make the test 
thoroughly, covered an entire acre, 
top and sides, with a cloth much 
resembling cheesecloth, but techni- 
cally known as “tobacco cloth,” from 


the fact that it is especially manu- 
factured for use of tobacco- 
growers. 


The experiment has not p 
far enough to draw any final conclu- 
sions yet, but it is planned toe con- 
tinve it through a series of years. It 
is well known that very hot weather 

early summer frequently causes 
a “fall” of the young fruit, thet much 
diminishes the yield later in the year. 
Perhaps the semi-shade afforded by 
the tenthouse will be sufficient to 
prevent these “drops,” and if so the 
commercial value of an orchard will 
be largely augmented. 

In the colder weather of winter 
the enclosure will doubtless conserve 
much of the day's heat, and might 
carry the tree safely through a‘time 
of critical temperature. In localities 
whete smudging is necessary it is 
believed that the conservation of heat 
thus afforded would reduce the num- 
ber of pots or fires to one-fourth of 
what would otherwise be necessary. 


PROTECTION FROM SUN. 


But in the long run it is the modi- 
fied soil conditions which may be 
most affected by this partial protec- 
tion from the sun and almost com- 
plete protection from evaporation by 
the winds. It is a theory largely 
though not universally accepted, that 
the humus in a soll is depleted more 
rapidly by either of the factors of 
direct sunshine, irrigation, and culti- 


self. 
The tenthouse will afford an ad- 
mirable test on these points, for shut- 
ting off the direct sunshine and the 
winds will decrease evaroration, 
which will in turn make irrigations 
less frequent, and less cultivation nec- 
essary. A soil of more uniform con- 
ditions of moisture, temperature and 
bacterial action will thus be main- 
tained. These are the conditions which 


make for uniform and health 
of tree and fruit. er

DESERTS WIFE 
TO SEE PRIZE FIGHT. 

Being more desirous of seeing the 
Rivers-Woilgast prize fight at San 
Francisco, in April, 1913, than solici- 
tous for his wife’s precarious health, 
John A. Wadlin left home, telling her 
that he was going to San Diego.

Fifty years ago a _ millionaire was 
scarcely known, and it has been only 
in very recent years that the word 
multimillionaire got into our language. 
When Stephen Girard endowed his 
college with $7,000,000 it was a sensa- 
tion of world-wide reach, and re- 
mained so for fifty years after his 
death, which occurred in 1831. 

America has had peace almost un- 
interruptedly for a hundred years, 
with the exception of the Civil War, 
and so the increase in population and 
wealth is constant and remains perma- 
nent. —

One would think that phy- 
sicians would encourage disease and 
not labor to eradicate it, but every 
topic discussed was from the stand- 
point of the good of the people. 

The causes of poverty was one of 
the theses handled, and_ the general 
conclusion was that the _ principal 
causes of this were, first, feeble-mind- 
edness, second, sin, and third, disease. 


According to an old definition. per- 
haps not found in all the dictionaries, 
feeble-mindedness and sin should be 
catalogued under one head, not two. 
The: definition referred to says “wick- 
edness” is derived from “weak head” 
by a very slight modification of the 
letters that spell the two words. Fee- 
ble-mindedness may be remedied by 
proper mental cultivation, and sin is 
a thing that afflicts men by their own 
will and can be overcome if earnest 
trial is made. So with disease. It is 
largely a matter of  self-cultivation, 
and much of it can be eradicated. 


These facts lie at the basis of al! 
properly-constructed human _ philoso- 


phy, and forgetfulness of these facts: 


constitutes the principal illogical foun 
dation of all Socialism. You canno’ 
make all people equally prosperous, 
for the simple reason that God AlI- 
mighty has made us with different ca- 
pacities, different sentiments, and w- 
cultivate different habits.

the year before the total expenditure was 
$30,424,994. The last half of 1913 showed a 
great falling-off from the first half of that 
year, and the depréssion has now been in 
force for a full year.

HE Security Savings Bank of Los An- 
geles furnishes a history of success sel- 
dom equaled in the achievements of any like 
institution in the world.

In 
the Salt River Valley of Arizona there are 
now growing 4000 acres of long-staple cot- 
ton and 2700 acres of short-staple. The 
growers estimate their crop at 5025 bales.

At such 
times there is seldom any brawling or fight- 
ing, -The drink seems to stupefy rather 
than excite; the people use so much that 
the alcohol gradually burns up their brains. 
I am told that the Indian boys are bright 
until they reach the age of 15, at which time 
they begin to earn enough so that they can 
afford to buy liquor. They then deteriorate, 
and are on the down grade intellectually for 
the rest of their lives. It is also said that 
these Indians are more intelligent than 
those of Peru, and that the standard of in- 
tellectuality rises as one goes on south- 
ward. 

I learn from our missionaries who have 
Indians in their schools that it is not un- 
common to find boys and girls who are equal 
in quickness and reasoning power to the 
whites, and it is known that some of the 
best men of La Paz have a strain of 
Aymara blood, There are a few Indians 
who are rich. Some of them have mines, 
and others estates of their own. There is a 
rich Indian family in Lima that has three 
girls who will graduate this year at the mis- 
sion school. These girls have Indian fea- 
tures, but they are by no means bad-looking. 
Their father pays $5000 gold a year for the 
rent of his house at the Peruvian capital. 
His money comes from copper mines. 


Expert Artisans. 


There is no doubt about the natural ability 
of the Indian along mechanical lines. He 
is the carpenter, iron worker and mason in 
this city of about 80,000 people. La Paz has 
fine houses and public buildings and also a 
large cathedral that has been for years in 
course of construction. All of the work on 
these has been done by the Aymara Indians, 
and they. have made practically all the 
furniture in use. They are expert cabinet 
workers, making tables and chairs and in- 
terior woodwork of mahogany, rosewood and 


in stucco, the fine houses of La Paz being 
| decorated with a plaster made of mica 
mixed with lime and sand and then burnt 
in such a way that it gives a finish like the 
best plaster of paris. 

The Indians understand colors, and they 
have a steady job at painting the houses 
of the Bolivian cities, where, according to 
the law, every house has to have a fresh 
coat of paint every year. I am living just 
opposite the cathedral, where there are 100 
of more Indians now working. 

They begin at 7 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and continue until 6 o'clock at night, 
with an hour off at noon. I am told that 
their wages are about $1 a day. They 
seem very industrious, and the em- 
ployers say they stay on the job quite as 
well as the half-breeds or whites. Many 
of the best laborers and the best mechanics 
of Bolivia are Indians who have served in 
the army, and thereby acquired such a taste 
for civilization that they have come to the 
cities. Such men have elevated their wifes, 
and the beginnings of a change are already 
apparent. 

What Bolivia needs to do is to pass liquor 
laws to curtail the use of raw alcohol, to 

blish more schools and industrial farms, 
and to inaugurate movements that will 
create new wants among the Indians. This 
done, they will work to satisfy these wants, 


The hope is in the young of the 
race, and, as I have said, they are bright in 
intellect and ready to learn, As far as I 
can see there is no better field for mission 
work anywhere than right here on the high 
plateau of the Andes. The government and 
the better classes of the people of Bolivia

The third night after the funeral train ha 
passed a young boy swore he had seen it 
repass again that night, and the next night 
took eight of his friends to prove his asser- 
tion. They all, to a man, swore they saw 
the train, entirely covered as before with 
its black and white drapery. At other 
places also, it was reported that the funeral 
train had been seen three nights after it 
had passed. 

To enable the working men to view the 
body the doors in Albany were thrown open 
at 4 o'clock in the morning. Between that 
time and 8 o'clock, 80,000 people filed past 
the casket. 

Gen. Hancock, who had charge of the 
funeral, was one of the finest looking men 
I ever saw, but he also was well aware of 
that fact, and put most of his time in public 
posing. 

We were massed outside the Courthouse 
in New York at one time awaiting orders, 
when Gen. Hancock appeared; reining up 
and posing as usual he waited for the ex- 
pected salute, but we were there as body- 
guard to the distinguished dead, not to pay 
honor to living men. In a moment Gen. 
Hancock called out, “What company is 
this?” 

“Guard of Honor!” came the answer; and 
he rode away with less dignity than he had 
started with. 

The funeral procession started at the 
Courthouse. First came the bier, so high 
that the four black plumes at the corners 
had to be removed to enable it to pass 
under a bridge. The casket was drawn by 
twenty-four coal-black horses, each led by 
a colored man dressed in a black suit and 
wearing white gloves. On both sides of it 
marched the Guard of ot the with four of

IN PADRES’ TRAIL. 


W: ALREADY know to what extent the 
city of Los Angeles owes her exist- 
ence to the early Franciscan friars. 
We know that she located and received 
her baptism her site lay directly in 
the path of those seeking a certain inlet on 
the coast, for the founding of a new mis- 
sion. We know that in the early days she 
drew her very life and coloring from the 
vitals of the missions, and that only as she 
grew—tutored in the possibilities of the soil 
by what the padres had already accom- 
plished—did she assume an independent life 
of her own, loyal, however, to the yoke of 
the padres which lay so gently upon her. 

It is therefore not strange that today she 
is like a beautiful woman with the faint 
fragrance of a departed romance clinging 
about her skirts and bosom, a fragrance 
vaguely perceived even by the uninitiate— 
the newcomer who wooes her with a view 
only to her dowry in the terms of dollars 
and cents. She yields some part of that 
dowry to these newcomers, but does not 
give herself. She may be understood only 
by those who have had a peep into her story 
—into that part of its-intimate recesses that 
furnishes the rea] clue to her fascination. 

The story of Los Angeles is unlike that of 
any other Spanish-American city on this con-

Land- 
marks, delightful and distinctive customs, 
and the great free-hearted spirit of frater- 
nity began to slip gradually out of sight. 
Today, even in many of the old Spanish fam- 
ilies, the native tongue is not spoken. The 
old national songs have disappeared and are 
forgotten, save by a few isolated individ- 
uals. Charlies F. Lummis—at his quaint, 
mission-like home on Avenue 43—has rec- 
ords of a great deal of the old Spanish 
music. “I know much of it by heart,” he 
avers, “and when I gather some of the old 
Dons about the board for a dinner, I am able 
to sing the old songs, words and music, with 
more accuracy than my Spanish guests.” | 

The Landmarks Club has done much to- 
ward preserving the concrete memories of 
the past. San Fernando mission, San Juan 
Capistrano, Pala and San Diego missions, all 
owe their present state of preservation to 
this organization. The Union Oi] Company 
gave the club a deed in fee simple to Puri- 
sima, near Lompoc, Ventura county. The 
club has a lease on all the other missions, 
excepting San Diego. Those at San Gabriel, 
Santa Barbara and Ventura are now occu- 
pied. The club has secured control of the 
missions in this way for the purpose of 
keeping them safeguarded, and in repair. 

“Our Landmarks Club here in Los An- 
geles was the first one of its kind in the 
country, although it has been widely emu- 
lated since,” states Mr. Lummis. “We are 
hoping to do much by combination with the 
Order of Panama, a patriotic organization 
for the preservation of landmarks and the 
raising of monuments to the memory of his- 
toric characters. We have already raised a 
beautiful cross to Junipero Serra. It stands 
where Serra held his first mass in San Diego. 
It is made of the flat tiles which, long ago, 
were cut out for flooring in the mission. 
Men of wealth and standing personally 
helped to plough up the ground and dig out 
these old tiles. The cross was set up last 
September, with beautiful and impressive 
ceremonies, Bishop Conaty being present. 
We are going to commemorate Cabrillo and 
Balboa with heroic statues. Then we plan 
to take up the protection and restoration of 
the missions, beginning at San Diego, and 
traveling north, We have the work well out- 
lined. I am a member of the supreme 
council.” 

Mr. Lummis then told me something of 
the work of the Southwest Museum, whose 
purpose is the preservation of “the Art, the 
Science, the History and the Romance of 
California and the Southwest.” Its crowning 
labor will be the erection of the Junipero 
Serra Memorial Hall, which will occupy the 
post of honor on Museum Hill, facing the 
open-air auditorium on one side, and the 
San Gabriel Valley and the mountains on 
the other. Herein will be preserved the 
relics of the beloved padre. “The beauty of 
this organization is that it is supported en- 
tirely by private subscription, with the ex- 
ception of one $50,000 donation. I could, no 
doubt, have camped on the trail of some mil- 
lionaire until I teased and squeezed a half 
a million out of him. But the enterprise 
could not have been what it is now. The 
present subscribers have a sense of pro 
prietorship in the Museum. They may point 
to it with pride declaring ‘This is our work, 
our enterprise, our accomplishment.’ They 
are all personally interested, and are there- 
fore actively helpful when help is needed. 
There are some 800 subscribers.” 

Another organization for the preservation 
of old landmarks is that of El Camino Real 
Association. It has 100 regular members 
and fifty associates. “We are aiming to 
equip El Camino Real with bells from San 
Diego to San Francisco before the time of 
the exposition,” declares Mrs. A. 8. C., 
Forbes, whose husband is president of the- 
organization. “‘We have 300 bells, and have 
been promised 100 more. The bells are in- 
stalled now from San Diego to the Ventura 
county line. The work is nearly done in 
Alameda county, and in August will be ready 
in San Mateo. Our association was organ- 
ized in 1903. We work quietly, and have 
not courted publicity.”

Perhaps the finest collection of photo- 
graphs in existence commemorating Califor- 
nia subjects and people, and 
those connected with the romance of our 
own Los Angeles, is that in the possession 
of Luther A. Ingersoll, who has in prepara- 
tion one of the most thorough and compre 
hensive of works on California history. 
These photographs cover a period of about 
100 years. A number of them were taken 
from old paintings of a period antedating 
photography, which will account for the an- 
tiquity of some of the subjects. Mr. Inger- 
soll has some of the very earliest daguerre- 
otypes ever taken, of members of the old 


Spanish families prominent in the history of ' 


this region. He has photographs of places 
and incidents in the history of Los Angeles 
—taken from the earliest days of photog- 
raphy—of whose existence few people are 
aware. In fact these pictures, formed into 


@ panorama, would tell a rather complete 


story of Los ‘Angeles, from her very early 
days, without the assistance of text. Among 
the portraits few faces are missing of those 


-whose names have been prominent in the 


annals of the city, from the old Spanish al- 
caldes, Governors, and priests, to our pres- 
ent-day officials. Even the old Spanish 
grand dames have not been forgotten, nor 
have our early American pioneer mothers. 

In the historica) interests of this region 
Mr. Ingersoll has ,iven twenty-five years of 
diligent, systematic and studious labor to the 
making of this collection. He has cultivated 
the acquaintance of the pioneers and the

Quite by 
an accident Mr. Ingersoll came upon 
and secured possession of a _ collection 
of negatives of the first pictures ever 
taken in California with a dagterreotype 
outfit, and later 
camera. They were the result of peregrina- 
tions from Hangtown to Sacramento and 
San Francisco, thence down the coast to San 
Lais Obispo, Santa Barbara, Ventura, Los 
Angeles, and to San Bernardino, where the 
Mormons from Salt Lake had, about that 
time, established an outpost of their church 
with a colonizing nucleus of 500 people. 
Scarcely a hacienda was missed. by 
photographer in this long tour. The daguer- 
reotype process was used on the first trip. 
The same ground was gone over ten years 
later with a photographic camera. 


When prints were made from the 
tives, Mr. Ingersoll discovered that he had 
stumbled upon a veritable historical gold 
mine. He found among them pictures of 
some of the finest types of the noble old 
Spanish Dons, and sweet-faced Senoras and 
Senoritas. He found, too, the likenesses of 
many men and women of historical promi- 
nence. There were Monterey street scenes, 
and old landmarks commemorative of the 
days when this city was California’s cap- 


ital; there was the seal of the Spanish-Mex- 


ican alcalde of Monterey; there were views 
in and about “Yerba Buena”—San Francisco 
of the early days—mining camps and mines 
of the Argonauts; Franciscan missions as 
they stood soon after the secularization; 
haciendas of the Spanish-Mexican hidal- 
gos; rodeos, fiestas and and 
best of all, scenes in the pueblo d f old 
Los Angeles, the early business cemter of 
the city, scenes of hangings by the vigi- 
lantes, and Chinese riot, notable pioneer 
Americans, and many other subjects of 
vital interest. A number of these subjects 
have been utilized in the Los Angeles Times 
Illustrated Magazine through the courtesy of 
Mr. Ingersoll.

Daring Japanese Whalers. ' 

[Boston Transcript:] Many of the Japa- 
nese whalemen are most expert and daring 
men. After a whale has been cornered, 
harpooned, and is slowly giving out from 
exhaustion, the nimble expert of the whal- 
ing crew must prove his mettle. 

The skilled Jap, after jumping upon the 
animal's back and cutting two gashes in 
the head, one on each side, through which 
a rope must be run, and tied, cannot always 
perform his work in one trial. Often the 
animal makes a deep dive. But the little 
Jap must hold fast to his quarry, and dive 
also, trusting to the fates that hjs own air 
supply in his lungs will last as long as that 
of the whale’s. - , | 
The Jap is safer from being drowned than 
from being crushed by the :infuriated ani- 
mal’s tail. If the little Jap lets go it usu- 
ally means his death—so he hangs on to the 
diving quarry. Frequently these whalemen 
lose their lives -from drowning, but the 
members of their crew look upon this mis- 
fortune with something of a fatalistic re- 
gard.

After 
a moist season clover plants with four or 
even five, six or seven leaves are relatively 
common, and plants with only two leaves 
are also seen at such times, but these are 
very rare.

Ordinarily, August is the beginning 
the moulting season, but a month earlier, 
even in June, some young fowls will start 
their moults. It is my belief that our early 
hatches have much to do with that, for,} 
after all, moulting is largely a question of 
inheritance. If we persist in hatching out 
of season, naturally we must expect a 
change in the natural order of things. Is it 
not reasonable that if we hatch our stock 
in January and February instead of March 
and April, and keep up these early hatches, 
that we gradually will quicken the time of 
moult? This, it would seem, might make a 
valuable test for our State experiment sta- 
tions. If such a thing is possible, and it 
looks reasonable, the question of fall eggs— 
at a time when prices are high—may be- 
come a more easy proposition.

Martin Doyle, in his “ k of Poultry,” 
written over fifty years ago, did not believe 
a moulting fowl was feverish, and to sup- 
port his contention quoted a medica! author- 
ity, as follows: ‘“‘Moulting birds will look 
sickly, and be seriously out of order, unless 
animal and other nourishing food generates 
heat to supply the waste from their denuded 
bodies;” but as they have good appetites 
during this period, he infers that they do 
not labor under any sort of fever, for in this 
case they would not eat. Fever, he appre- 
hends, consists in derangement of all the 
functions of the body. 

The natural process of moulting, although 
often accompanied by ailments, for which 
generous diet, warmth and cleanliness, and 
‘good air are the best remedies, is not to be 
included under the head of “loss of feath- 
‘ers and mange.” This matter is analogous 
to the mange in cattle, proceeds from simi- 
lar causes (half-starvation and uncleanli- 
ness) inducing debility. A firm, smooth 
plumage always indicates health in poultry, 

- and when the feathers are ruffled and star- 
ing (unless in moulting,) the presence of 
some disease may be inferred. The feath- 
ers will drup off unless the debilitating 
causes be removed by proper regimen. | 

Some years back, Henry Van Dresser 
practiced forced moulting—by a starvation 
process to enable the fowls to throw their 
feathers practically in bunch,  fol- 
lowed by heavy feeding to grow the 
new crop—but after a time the prac- 
tice was stopped. At the time I pre-

Bringing a Big Ship into Harbor. 

When the new Cunard liner, the 9$01-foot 
Aquitania, one of the largest and finest 
ships in the world, finished its maiden trip 
across the Atlantic from Liverpool with 
1072 passengers on board, June 5, 1914, it 
was required, before being allowed to en- 
ter New York Harbor and tie up at its 


pdock, to undergo the same rigid quarantine 


and customs inspections and to follow ex- 
actly the same procedure as if it had been 
the most insignificant tramp steamer. The 
formalities connected with getting into 
port, of which the case of the Aquitania is 
only ax illustration on a large scale, are de- 
scribed in the August Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. The work is handled by men 
who are highly trained and it is ordinarily 
carried out in an astonishingly short time, 
even with the biggest ships, considering 
the amount of work that is done. 

Every ship coming into New York. Har- 
bor from a foreign port must lie to or an- 
chor off the quarantine station situated on 
Staten Island just inside the limits of the 
Lower Bay, and must remain in that posi- 
tion until it has been inspected and given 
a clean bill of health by the health officer 
of the port. One of the rules of the harbor 
is that the quarantine boat come up to an 
incoming vessel on the port side. A Care- 
ful examination is made by the quarantine 
officers to discover any cases of contagious 
disease, and if any are discovered, the in- 
fected passengers, as well as all those who 
have been exposed, are taken to the deten- 
tion hospital on Hoffman's Island, in the 
Lower Bay, while the ship itself may be 
held in quarantine for several days or even 
weeks, if cholera, yellow fever or other 
epidemic diseases are discovered. Until 
this examination is finished no _ person 
other than the health officers is allowed to 
board or leave the vessel, the restriction 
applying even to the customs officers. 


The last incident before docking is the 
arrival of the postoffice boat, which meets 
the incoming ship as it enters the Hudson 
River, takes off all the firstclass mail and 
rushes it to the postoffice in New York 
City. The mail transfer is not allowed to 
interfere in any way with the progress of 
the ship, as the postoffice boat is simply 


taken in tow and the transfer is made as 


the ship steams up the river.

For an organ 
of so much work, the heart is a small one, 
measuring only about 4% inches in length, 
3% inches broad, and 2% inches thick. The 
closed fist gives an approximate idea of its 
size.

When 
you consider it, who can blame it for some- 
times breaking down and refusing to con- 
tinue its labors? Did its action depend upon 
the will of the individual the world would 
be depopulated at a speedy rate. For this 
reason probably the Creator made its action 
involuntary and independent of the will. 
Whether the person be awake or &sleep it 
works along at practically the same rate, 
an average of seventy strokes per minute. 
With every contraction of the ventricle six 
ounces of blood is forced into the aorta 
under such a pressure that were it thrown 
out freely it would be sent to a height of 
six feet. This is equal to raising 2%-foot 
pounds—2% pounds one foot high. This 
weight is being raised at an average of 
seventy times a minute, equaling 157%-foot 
pounds per minute every minute throughout 
the day, the night, the week, the month, the 
year, the life. To compare this work with

Hence the stomach, the liver and the kid- 
neys are over-worked every time that we 
eat more food than is necessary; the body 
is over-exercised and over-heated and dis- 
comfort is experienced. We may suffer the

If you want to hear the rush 
of the torrent, place the tips of the fingers 
in the ears and listen. That steady rumble 
is the coursing of the blood through the 
channels of the body. Deny, if you can, that 
we are wonderfully made. 

During twenty-four hours the heart ex- 
pends enough energy to lift over 250,000 
pounds one foot high. A man with an aver- 
age expenditure of force would have to walk 
ten miles to equal this feat, and a working 
man, doing an average day's work, would ex- 
pend only about double this amount of en- 
ergy. Compare the man's size, the multi- 
plicity of his muscles, the voluntary energy 
!e can put into his work, and the compara- 
tive numbers of hours that he can continue 
his: effort, and he cannot compete with his 
heart in activity or energy. All the en- 
couragement the heart wants for the con- 
tinuance of its work is just the proper 
nourishment of the body. This is why it is 
so important that proper food should be 
eaten, that care should be taken not to 
o-erload the digestive and absorbtive appar- 
atus of the body, th-owing work upon the 

~ eliminative organs, expecting them to undo 
the work one hag carelessly or ignorantlv 
done in an overzeal to enjoy as large a 
portion of food and drink as he can make 
his stomach contain. Man can be a hog if 
he wants to, but it is better to be a man, as 
he was created, and fulfill some of the obli- 
gations rightly to be expected from every 
one, both toward one’s self and to the 


world. 


Eating in Summer Time. 


We have now about four months of our 


The alchemist of old was represented as 
seeking the secret of turning base metals 
into gold; nor has the modern delver into 
the mysteries of Nature ignored the same 
desire. When the first particle of radium 
was separated from the ton of baser metals 
and dross with which it was combined it 
was suspected of being the agency of trans- 
mutation, but while this idea still lurks, at- 
tention has been turned from its possible 
transmutation energy to its possibility of 
transforming certain forms of disease into 
health. Transmutation has, however, been 
discovered as existing in the human body, 
constituents having been found there that 
cannot be otherwise accounted for. Certain 
inorganic substances, metals and elements 
of comparatively rare occurrence in nature 
have been found, the immediate source of 
which, like their function, is in great meas- 
ure unknown. Manganese, fluorine, boron, 
phosphorus and arsenic are there, for what 
purpose is practically unknown, nor is it 
possible to tell whence they came as they 
are not constituents of foods, so far as has 
ever been determined. In the material 
world manganese is used to impart exces- 
sive hardness to different alloys, also in the 
manufacture of oxygen. Boron is the base 
of the familiar borax, and belongs to the 
same family as aluminum. Fluorine, a 
chemical so powerful in its reactions that 
its principal acid can only be preserved in 
leaden bottles, is found to exist in almost 
every part of the human organism. Arsenic 
is secreted in the thyroid gland in percep- 
tible quantities. These are all elements 
which it is impossible to analyze further or 
by chemistry to transform into one another. 

The scientists are thus brought up against 
as impenetrable a wall to account for their 
existence in the body as has thus far proved 
to be the veil that has hidden the origin of 
mar despite all the investigations into 
biology. Man is but a puny animal yet, and 
his ability to see into the secrets of nature 
is so infinitesimal that it is hardly worth 
mentioning. This inability to determine 
‘causes is one of the reasons why medicines 
have proved so ineffective, and why so many 
things that have been once hailed as cures 
have later been abandoned after they have 
done their fell work upon the victims used 
for experiments. Lives without number will 
continue to be sacrificed by the administra- 
tion of poisons under the name of medicines,

Common-Sense Teaching. 


GRICULTURAL teaching has undergone 
a wondrous change during the past few 
years in that much practical work is each 
year given every student.
